‘The most-feared tragedy in 
auto racing—a car crashing into 
a@ crowded grandstand— 
occurred at 3:10 p.m. Sunday

Two spectators were killed in 
the fiery crash and more than a 
dozen suffered severe 

Those who lost their lives 
were Miss Lana Reed, 19, of 
Festus, Mo., and Kent Myers, 
16, of Wood River. 

‘The 1974 Plymouth Duster 
auto of Bill Bagshaw, 30, of 
Santa Monica, Calif., skidded 
when its engine apparently 
exploded, releasing oil onto the 
asphalt racing strip. The 
vehicle ‘crashed through a 
pant ral rail and fence and into 

;» trapping many in 
aS at before they could flee 
to safety. 

The ives and a spectator, 
Michael Tautkus, 23, of Quincy, 
Ill, suffered critical injuries. 
Bagshaw was transferred front 
St. Mary’s Hospital, East St. 
Louis, to Firmin Desloge 
Hospital, St. Lonis. 

An eyewitness reported 
seeing the car swerve suddenly 


to the right, crossing behind the, 


race car of Shay Nichols. 

Bagshaw's auto, still 
traveling about 100 miles per 
hour, swerved several times, 
the driver tried to regain 
control, but he was unable to 
keep the auto away from the 
right side retaining rail, the 
witness said. 

The car struck the retaining 
wall and bounced upward 
toward the bleacher area, 
flames appearing from under 
the auto. 

“I believe the car would have 
gone completely over the 
bleachers and would not have 
touched anyone, had not the 
rear quarter-panel caught the 
top of the chain link fence in 
front of the crowd,”’ another 
witness said, adding, ‘‘the fence 
just brought the car down on top 
of the crowd.” 

Two persons were crushed 
under the auto, witnesses said, 
while*others scrambled td get 
off the bleachers as the stands 
quickly collapsed under the 
weight of the car. 

Several persons were hurt by 
flying pieces of metal_and 


others were pushed down and 
stepped on in the panic. 

Raceway personnel and 
emergency workers rushed to 
the scene as five more am- 
bulances were dispatched. 

‘The auto was rolled from the 
bleachers and the injured 
driver was removed within 
minutes of the accident. 

The announcer asked for 
doctors to assist and several 
medical and nursing personnel 
responded, attempting to aid 
the injured at the scene. 

‘Two “fersons, including one 
boy was crushed under the car, 
and a girl who had been thrown 
behind the bleachers, were 
without signs of life at the 
scene. 

About 60 persons aided in 
rescue operations and many 
of the spectators donated 
blankets, first-aid kits and 
other materials. 

Crowd Control became a 
major problem when 
thousands of the spectators 
began to approach the ac- 
cident area. St. Clair County 
sheriffs deputies and track 
personnel had to set up lines 
to restrain them, eyewit- 
smesses said.

One man is in critical con- 
dition in the Intensive Care Unit 
at St. Elizabeth Hospital and a 
second man is facing a charge 
of aggravated battery as the 
result of a disturbance in the 
2500 block of Washington 
Avenue at 1:15 a.m. today.

across a lawn. He fell to the 
ground and the auto struck a 
tree, with a wheel running over 
his legs. 
* Chaboude then left the scene, 
police reported, traveling south 
on Washington Avenue. He was 
arrested at home on the 
aggravated battery charge. 

Pierson, who was unconscious 
for a short time, was taken by 
ambulance to the hospital 
suffering a compound fracture 
of the left ankle, lacerations to 
the right leg and abrasions to 
the left hip and abdomen. He 
was placed in ICU after taking a 
series of x-rays.

Mayor Mike Sasyk has in- 
formed City Council members 
that a meeting is to be held soon 
with representatives of the Nu- 
Fuel Co. of California which has 
requested permission to make 
the tests. 

The mayor said the company 
has told him that construction of 
a $750,000 processing plant 
would be included in the 
production program if tests 
indicate the landfill area could 
be productive of methane gas 
which is produced by decom- 
position of waste materials. 

The area projected for study 
formerly was operated by MAL 
Landfill Corp. between old 
routes 40-66 and Interstate 270 
near the old Chain of Rocks 
bridge in Chouteau Township. 

Sasyk said the company 


“would pay the city 12.5 per cent 


of the gross proceeds should the 
area prove worthwhile. He said 
the company feels the landfill 
area is lange enough to produce 
marketable volumes of 
methane gas for about 20 years, 
and could mean an income of up 
to $30,000 a year for the city. 
Methane gase is a colorless, 
odorless, flammable gaseous 
hydrocarbon (CH4) and also is 
found in marshes and mines. 
The company’s process calls 
for the drilling of a series of 
wells throughout the landfill to 
extract ‘sufficient. con- 
centrations. of methane to be 
marketable after it is cleansed 
and contaminants are removed. 
Sasyk explained a 
representative of the company 
would meet with the council and 
explain the plan in detail as 
soon as a date can be arranged. 
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“We look forward to the 
challenge and opportunity to 
serve the Quad-Cities area,”

Price opposes 
benefit cuts 


Ina statement before a House 
subcommittee, Cong. Melvin 
Price (D-23rd_ Tl.) supported 
legislation to eliminate the 
decrease in veterans’ benefits 
that results when -Congress 
increases ‘social security 
payments. me 

“Veterans’ pensions and 
compensation are determined 


on the basis of income from’ Wi 


outside sources,’ explained 
Cong. Price, «and social 
security increases are currently 
included in that calculation, 
Thus, when social securit) is 
increased, veterans’ benefits 
are consequently decreased, 
and the net effect is no increase 
for veterans.” 

“As the cost of living con- 
tinues to rise, Congress assists 
groups who live on fixed in. 
comes in keeping up with rising 
prices. One way of doing this 
has been cost-of-living .in- 
creases in social security. But 
many veterans never feel the 
effect of these increases 
because for them -the presént 
law negates a social security 
hike. Thus their income 
remains static while prices 
continue to rises" 

Price, a co-sponsor of the 
remedial legislation, noted that 
there are Approximately 
1,629,000 veterans collecting 
pensions, 70 per cent of whom 
receive social security benefits 
as well. ‘These 720,300 are the 
men and women adversely 
affected by the present law," 
said the Congressman. “It is a 
distressing anomaly that these 
people should be,. effectively 
penalized for holding the 
otherwise honored status of 
veteran.” 

“If we wish to maintain. the 
integrity of the veterans’ 
pension and compensation 
system, this legislation is in- 
dispensable," concluded Rep. 
Price

MEG would operate from one 
or more secret headquarters, 
avoid publicity, make arrests 
and turn the offenders over to 
authorities in that jurisdiction. 

John Fahnestock, an expert 
on MEG from the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission, 
explained the procedures in 
detail at the meeting. 

Fahnestock noted the several 
MEG units are already in 
operation in several Illinois 
cities, with the largest in Cook 
county with 58 men working out 
of three secret offices. 

Establishing such a unit for 
this area would cost about 
$200,000, with a federal grant 
paying about 95 per cent, or 
$195,000. 

The unit would be governed 
by a “board of directors” 
consisting of the participating 
chiefs of police and commanded 
by a professional in drug and 
narcotics enforcement who 
would) be brought in from 
outside the area. 

MEG officers would have full 
deputy sheriff powers in all four 
counties and would use a secret 
radio frequency assigned to the 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
intelligence unit that works out 
of Collinsville.

In one sense this‘was one of

‘Money and gave it to new ap- 
Propriations committees in 
both House and Senate. 

This began a fragmentation 
of the budget process — Ways 
and Means and Senate Fi- 
nance still had control over 
raising money, but the new 
appropriations committees 
now were supreme in deter- 
mining how it would be dis- 
persed. 

Within two decades various 
legislative committees per- 
suaded Congress to vest them 
with sole authority over eight 
of the 13 annual appropriation 
bills, creating new confusion 
and more fragmentation. 

The result: Congress in 1921 
passed the Budget and Ac- 
counting Act establishing a 
Bureau of the Budget (now 
Office of Management and 
Budget) with authority to rec- 
oncile the government's 

and revenue esti- 
mates. The bureau was 
lodged first in-the Treasury 
Department, then in 1939, 
moved to the executive office 
of the president. 


. From that time until the 
present the president in par- 
ticular, and the budget agen- 
cy in general became the key 
elements in compiling the fed- 
eral budget and submitting it 
to Congress. 

This meant the president 
played a top role in allocating 
the nation’s resources, or did 


Congress. 

For by determining hew 
much should be spent for 
various agencies and pro- 
grams he was-setting priori- 
ties and directing the develop- 
ment of the nation — a grent 
and far-reaching power. 


By 1968 Congress was show- 
ing increasing irritation over 
its own abdication of respan- 
sibility and the increased au- 
thority this had given the ex- 
ecutive branch. 

This irritation grew into 
open conflict with the Nixon 
administration as the new 
President attempted to hold 
congressionally authorized 
spending within limits by im- 
pounding funds —

These changes are to be 
fully effective Oct. 1, 1976, 
when fiscal year 1977 begins. 

Congress then will have the 
opportunity to take back and 
exercise the power it gave 
away in 1921.

Ruling for new Education Board paves way for it to pick superintendent 


The Illinois Supreme Court has 
ruled wisely in upholding the con- 
Stitutionality of the law creating 
the new state Board of Education. 

The high court rejected argu- 
ments that the law was discrim- 
inatory ‘because it prevents edu- 
cators from serving on the board. 

The court clearly sustained the 
intent of the legislature which in- 
cluded the provision in the law 
creating the board in order to pre- 
vent any potential conflicts of in- 
terests. The court correctly inter- 
preted the will of the legislature 
“to prevent placing people on the 
board whose other interests would 
naturally tend to promote or favor 
one segment of the state’s educa~ 
tional structure over another.” 

The Supreme Court was also on 
firm ground in rejecting argu- 
ments that the law was too vague 
and that geographical restrictions

“He always surrounds him- 
self with good people, and he 
will listen when he lacks ex- 
pertise in a given area,” says 
Richardson. 

“‘He is by no means aristo- 
cratic. He’s a very personable 
guy. He is the kind of guy, who 
if there were somebody in 
trouble he disliked, he'd try to 
help if his troubles were 
legitimate.” 

Cronson’s own troubles 
stemmed not from his admin- 
istrative abilities or his per- 
sonality but his political back- 
ground. 

He grew up in a political en- 
vironment. His late father 
Berthold Cronson, who died 
when Cronson was 13, served 
as a floor leader to Chicago 
Mayor William “Big Bill” 
Thompson during the 1920s. 

“I was born into it. ... I 
grew up with politics around 
the house,” said Cronson. 

+After obtaining his bache- 
lor’s degree in economics 
from Dartmouth College in 
1947 and his law degree from 
the University of Chicago Law 
School in 1950, Cronson be- 
came actively engaged in 
politics by aiding an old friend 
of his father’s in a Chicago 
ward committeeman fight. 

“That's what got me inter- 
ested in the political wars,” 
he said. 

It was his role in political 
wars that caused a Chicago 
newspaper to editorially op- 
pose him for the post “not be- 
cause he lacks ability or has 
been involved in scandal but 
because he is precisely what 
the drafters of the 1970 Consti- 
tution did not want in the post 
— a political creature.” 

Rep. Roscoe Cunningham, 
R-Lawrenceville, said Cron- 
son's appointment would lead 
to “cronyism in this sensitive 
post.’” 

‘The job is undeniably sensi- 
tive. Formerly the auditor 
general, then appointed by the 


governor, generally was lim- 
ited to overseeing audits to 
determine that spending com- 
plied with laws, rules and 
regulations. 

‘The new auditor general, 
appointed by the legislature 
and working under the Legis- 
lative Audit Commission, has 
theexpanded power to review 
the performance, efficiency 
and administrative compe- 
tence of agencies and pro- 
grams at the commission’s di- 
rection. 

The powers could be used 
against agencies, but Cronson 
doesn’t see it as a power tool 
to be wielded by the auditor 
general. 

“Tf ‘the auditor general is 
going to comply with statu- 
tory requirements, he really 
is not going to be in much of a 
position to blacken anybody 
other than by submitting data 
to the legislature,” he said. 
“They, in turn, would be in 
position to do something about 
it.” 

Cronson thinks the ‘‘politi- 
cal creature’ criticism is 
founded upon a misconception 
of what the auditor general's 
job will be. 

“People like to talk some- 
what loosely of the auditor 
general as a public watchdog 
and therefore should be com- 
pletely apolitical,” said Cron- 
son 


“First of all the auditor 
general is a public official re- 
sponsible to the legislature 
first and foremost; and there- 
after, if at all, through the leg- 
islature to the public.” 

Cronson sees his political 
background, which also in- 
cluded serving as assistant to 
the Senate president pro tem 
in 1957, as an asset, not a 
drawback. 

“] think it is essential the 
auditor general have a grasp 
of, an affinity for and an abil- 
ity to deal with the legislative 
institution,” Cronson said. 

“I don’t think anybody can 
do that unless he does have 
some understanding of that 
political institution. ... I don’t 
feel at all that a_ political 
background should disqualify 


you; I think it’s almost a re- 
quirement.” 

Cronson said suggestions he 
might be inclined to show fa- 
voritism is “a legitimate in- 
quiry but not a legitimate con- 
clusion.” 

“T don’t think you can indict 
everybody who has ever been 
invoived in the political pro- 
cess on the grounds they are 
therefore corrupt,” he said. 

“T’ve had a lot of people do- 
ing a lot of looking at me over 
the past few weeks. I think my 
record stands pretty well, for 
thefactis in approximately 20 
years in government service 
not only have I never been 
found guilty of exercising fa- 
voritism or closing my eyes or 
being unresponsive to mis- 
conduct, I’ve never even been 
accused of it. 

“Most of the people I know 
who are knowledgeable ob- 
servers — and that includes 
members of the press with 
certain notable exceptions — 
have not seen fit to cast any 
aspersion on my ness 
to do that which needs to be 
done.” 

The quietly personable 
Cronson, who speaks as if

Many have access 
to your tax return

WASHINGTON — If you 
ever have wondered just how 
secret your income tax return 
is, the answer is quite secret 
— with some notable excep- 
tions. 

Only a restricted number of 
persons, including the presi- 
dent of the United States, In- 
ternal Revenue Service 
agents, and members of cer- 
tain specified congressional 
committees are authorized to 
look. 

Also in this privileged class 
is any official body or com- 
mijsaten of a. state’ govern- 
ment, providing that body or 
commission is lawfully 
charged with administration 
of a state tax law. 

Even those with full author- 
ization to inspect either feder- 
al or state, individual or cor- 
porate returns must operate 
under specified conditions 
laid down by statute. 

And there- are numerous 
other side provisions, for ex- 
ample, that permit stockhold- 
ers to inspect the returns of a 
corporation in which they are 
a part owner. 

Federal law states that fed- 
eral income tax returns ‘‘shall 


Internal Revenue Service, 
however, has made it a prac- 
tice to require that if such a 
presidential’ request were 

‘ived it would have to

Revenue Taxation, and any 
“select committee of the Sen- 
ate or House. specifically au- 
thorized to investigate returns 
by a resolution of the Senate 
or House, or a joint committee 
so authorized by concurrent 
resolution.” 

Normally the information 
provided is to be examined in 
executive — meaning closed 
— session. 

In the case of state tax 
bodies or commissions au- 
thorized to look at returns, the 
request for tax information 
must be made to the secretary 
of the Treasury in writing by 
the governor of the affected 
state.

In fact, Lincoln 
christened the town in August, 
1853 by squeezing the juice of a 
watermelon on the ground, now 
appropriately marked by a 
monument. 

At the Lincoln Rustic ice 
*cream parlor they still spin the 
tale of how, on this very site, a 
gang plotted to steal Lincoln's 
body and hold it for ransom 
The Postville Courthouse is an 
exact replica of the building 
Lincoln visited while on the 
judicial circuit from 1847 to 
1857 

The Clinton area boasts a 
victorian mansion which might 
have been the home of a well-to 
do family in the 1880s. A short 
distance away is Weldon 
Springs State Park, a popular 
spot for camping, fishing and 
picnicking.

Investigative activity threat 
ito. people's freedoms—Percy 


' U.S. Senator Charles H. 
Percy (R-IIl.) totlay said the 
federal government’s 
widespread . police, in- 

| vestigative and intelligence 

| activities pose a threat to 
personal freedoms. 

“Federal government units 
that do police, investigative and 
intelligence work are 
proliferating,” Percy said. “We 
find ourselves threatened by the 
spectre of a ‘watchdog’ 
Boveri breeding a nation 


of sroopers. 

Percy said he has asked the 
General Accounting: Office to 
conduct an investigation to 
determine the precise number 
"of government investigative 
units and give a complete report 
on the funding of these units. 

“One estimate puts the cost of 
all U.S. police, investigative 
and intelligence units at $6.2 
billion a year,” Percy said. 
“But the exact amaunt is 
unknown. And the exact 
number of persons employed by 
these units is unknown.” 

Percy said that although the 


" budgets of some investigative 
units are known—such as the 
FBI, which spent $357 million 
last year—the records of such 
agencies as the CIA, Army and 
Air Force Intelligence and the 
National Secruity Agency are 
kept secret. 

“We are threatened because 
we do.not know the facts about 
our intelligence community,” 
Percy said. ‘Billions are ap- 
propriated each year, but we do 
not know enough about how 
much each agency spends and 
the purpose of the ex- 
penditures.”* 

Percy said 
reported by GAO will be for- 
warded to the Senate Govern- 
ment.Operations Committee for 
study and hearings. Percy is the 
ranking Republican on the 
committee. 

“When the GAO report is 
completed, the committee will 
seek to determine what federal 
police activity is duplicative, 
excessive and unnecessary,”
